THE PROLOGUE 


Through an avenue of flags held aloft by the American Legion Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Disabled American Veterans and the Boy Scouts, the Queen of 
the Des Moines County Centennial Celebration and the Princesses of her Court 
advance in royal procession down the pageant stage to welcome the people of 
Des Moines County and their honored guests of lowa, THE PRINCESS OF 
VICTORY enters and is attended by the symbolic delegates of the forty-eight 
states, and extends her congratulations to the Queen of the Celebration, to 
Burlington and to Des Moines County. 


SCENE ONE—THE BALLET— 

In the form of a ballet we sympolize the formation of this fertile region 
and the beginning of life on the plains. At first everything is motionless and 
lifeless along the streams and the plains of the great Middle West, Then as 
the mist rises from the vast prairies, the warm sunlight floods the scene, the 
elements of nature slowly come to life, forming the vital sections of prairie land. 


SCENE TWO—THE AMERICAN INDIAN— 

The time is the seventeenth century, and shows Father Marquette, a Jesuit 
Missionary, Joliet and some of his men visiting this Indian village. Joliet 
claims the land in the name of the Bourbon Kings of France and the flag of 
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Es oe The ay te of Father Mazzuehelli, ” pioneer italian missionary 


relates that. the first Mass’ was said in ‘the home of “a poor German 
named Tholeman” in 18389 upon Father Mazzuchelli’s first Visit. in 
Burlington, — ‘However, Burlington was so upset by the threatening 


‘Missouri. War at that time that he deemed it unadvisable to organize _ 


; ‘ the parish then, but returned here the following year, 1840, and set 


aboul immediately designing and supervising ‘‘The Church at Bur- 
lington, dedicated to the Apostle Saint Paul.” The church building 
was “fifty-five English feet in length, built of brick with a basement 


to be used as a dwelling for the priest and for a school.” 


Kev. J... Retie hecame pastor, of st, Paul’s in September, 18485, 
and remained in charge until June, 1855, when, having secured the 
necessary permission, started the present St. John’s parish. 


Rev. Michael Kinsella was then placed in charge, but was succeed- 
ed ‘after a short interval by Rev, Mathias Hannan.» In 1856, Rev. 
Kinsella again took charge and remained until November. Ist, 1861, 
when he was succeeded by perhaps the best remembered of all the 
early pastors of St. Paul’s—the Rev. James B, Donelan, who served 
the church well until his death December Zoe fs. 0: 


During the following twenty-two years five pastors served the 
gtowing parish. ‘On ‘August 26, 1892, Rev. Bernard Mackin took 
charge and at once set about completing the construction of the present 
St. Paul’s chureh, The corner stone was laid Oetober 23, 7892; but 
due to the difficult times of 1893 work progressed slowly. - lowever, 
work on the interior was finally started again in September, 1894, and 
the new church was completed and dedicated vial leat ot) S95. 

St. Paul’s was designed by Mr. J. J. Egan. of Chicago, and at the 
time was reputed to be the purest specimen ot English gothic arch- 
itecture in America, 

This edifice served the St, Paul parish until the disastrous fire 
in March, 1946. It is now being rebuilt and will again serve it’s faith- 


ful parishioners. 


The present pastor is Msgr. W. E. Cullinan, assisted by Rev. Mar- 
tin Manning.

SCENE THREE-—LT. PIKE VISITS CHIEF BLACKHAWK— 
Groups of Braves are seen gathering to listen to Chief Blackhawk ae 5 
persuades them to join him in rebellion against the settlers. ‘Lt; Zeb Pike is 
seen arriving with a small band of soldiers, who plant the stars and stripes, talk 
over the situation with Chief Blackhawk and after lengthy conversation departs. 


SCENE FOUR—BLACKHAWK TREATY UPHELIR= 

S. W. White, Amzi Doolittle: and M. M, McCarver selected a claim site on 
what is now the present river front of Burlington, in the year 1829. Return- 
. ing in the fall of 1832 to settle, they and many other settlers were driven out 
in February, 1833, by Lt. Gardner and a company of dragoons who arrived to 
uphold the treaty signed with Chief Blackhawk. The Indians were oy erjoy ed 
that they had received the protection of the Great White Father. 


SCENE FIVE—THE OFFICIAL OPENING OF THE TERRITORY— 

The first public sale of land took place in Burlington in June 1833, when 
~the settlers had their first opportunity to stake legal claim to their biiSeh lots. 
After Dr. Ross and Mr. Tucker had finished the sale, the villagers enjoy a 
whirl of dancing which gives them relief from the hardships and struggles of 
daily life of those early times. ‘ | 


SCENE SIX—-THE FIRST CHURCH SERVICE— 

Barton Cartwright, son of Peter Cartwright, was a loud shouting soul 
Saving ilinerant Evangelist who conducted services here for the first time in 
18s4. The first Church was completed on November 12, 1838, and on that 
same date the first legislative assembly for the Territory of Iowa, 


SCENE SEVEN—EARLY EDUCATION IN BURLINGTON 

This scene depicts a Friday afternoon in the first school house opened in 
Burlington, in a log cabin in the western part of North Hill, west of Dr. Wm. R. 
Ross claim in Des Moines County. The year is 1834 and the teacher shown 
vigorously teaching the three R’s is Zadoe C. Inghram, 


SCENE EIGHT—BURLINGTON’S FIRST WEDDING— 

The first marriage license was issued by William R. Ross on March. 18, 
1835, to Thomas Donnel and his bride Lydia Wright. The scene depicts the 
ceremony performed by John Baker, Justice of the Peace, and the general 
merrymaking by the wedding guests following the ceremony. 


SCENE NINE=—THE FIRST HOUSE WARMING IN BURLINGTON 

This scene takes place on what is now the corner of Columbia and Front 
streets in the Spring of 1837, where Thomas Cooper, a former Kentuckian 
and family, had the first officially known house warming in Burlington, The 
house is a two room home part of which is used as a dry goods store. The 
guests are singing and dancing and generally enjoying the party. 


SCENE TEN—THE DICK’ SLAVEcTRIAL—= 

On the morning of June 23 1855, while helping an escaping slave named 
Dick to cross the river-at Burlington, Dr. Edwin James a fearless ubolishonist 
was pounced upon by two heavily armed men who demanded the slave be 
surrendered to them as agents of a Mr. Rutherford of Missouri, This seene

; The First Congregational 
Chureh was formed November 25, 
1838. The: first church building 
was erected on the present site. 
The corner-stone was laid in 1843 
and the building was completed 
in 1846. It was enlarged in 1854, 
but was taken down in 1866 to 
make room for the new church, 
which is still. being. used. The 
corner-stone of the present church 
waetlaid duly -2°1867, and’ thes 
building was completed and ded- 
icated in 1870. The chureh burn- 
ed in 1899 and was rebuilt and 
rededicated in 19.00. 

There was no settled minister 
during the first five years, but oc- 
casional services were held. Since 
that time, however, the ministers 
have been:

Dr. Salter, for 64 years the beloved minister, was interested in 
every good work and was easily the “‘first citizen of the community,’’- as 
he was called the “first citizen of the state.” 

Dr. Osborne, gifted as few men are, was recognized as a peer of the 
American pulpit. He was an outstanding member of the community and 
4 man who was loved and respected by his fellow ministers throughout 
the state and nation. ; 

Dr. Blyth was an unusually efficient leader and teacher, An earnest 
speaker, a tireless worker, a public-spirited, forward-looking citizen —— 
he carried on the high and noble traditions of this church through times 
that tested the stamina of men’s hearts. 

Few churches have had so honorable a record as has this church. 
Christian statesmen, far-sighted and public-spirited men and women of 
all walks of life have been members otf this church, which for over a 
century has furnished leaders in thought and action for the church, the 
city, the state and nation,

“September ‘ay 1832, and immediately Doolittle, White and Morton M. McCarver 
crassed the river and. built cabins, By winter twelve or fifteen others had 
followed suit. * But the treaty was not effective until June 1, 18388, and in 


the spring ot that year a detachment of troops from Ft. Armstrong (Rock: 
Island) drove out the settlers who were encroaching on land still Bey ON BINE 
to the Indians, 


Shortly before June: 2 White and MeCarver returned and started the 
permanent settlement, taking a claim on what is now the river front of Bur- 
lington. Others who had gone back to Illinois or to Big Island then flocked 
into the new country and staked claims. In August, 1833, Dr. Wm, R. Ross of 
Quincy, Ill., had.a consignment of goods sent to the seilement for the first 


store. Jeremiah Smith, Jr., followed in the fall and required that he be sold 


a lot or he would take one anyhow. Ross and Benjamin Tucker then laid 
off the front line ot two lots, the first survey made in the settlement, Smith 


started the second store. 


The settlers soon learned that this place had been called ““Shoquoquon”’ 
meaning “Flint Hills’ by the Sac and Fox. Indians, and the settlement took 


on the name “Flint Hills.’ Ross related that upon arriving ‘here the settlers 


found numerous root houses and graves, among the later that of Maurice 
Blondeau a noted half breed interpreter. In 1834 John B. Gray arrived from 
Vermont and purchased a lot, paying $50 for the lot and the privilege of giving 
the settlement the permanent name “Burlington” after his home town. In 
this year Dr. Ross built a second cabin west of the settlement and in it the 
first school, with some sixteen pupils was taught by Zadoc C, Inghram. By the 
end of 1835 about 400 persons lived at Burlington and some ferry and mills 
had been established. | 
The year 1836 saw David Rorer building the first brick house in Iowa, 
and an act to lay off Burlington and other cities enacted by the National 
Congress. In 1837 Burlington organized a city government, and the first Session 


-of the Wisconsin Territorial Legislature opened in the new state house, built 


by Jermiah Smith, Jr. The state house, however, burned along with a block 
of business buildings on December 138; the legislators then securing quarters 


‘over Weber & Remey’s grocery and in the Wisconsin Territorial Gazette build- 


ing. A Territorial Convention convened here on November 6th. In 1838 
the lowa Territorial Legislature opened sessions in the Methodist Chureh, later 
named “Old Zion,” which it occupied as State House until 1841; exeept for 
the session the Senate held in St. Paul Catholic Church in 1840,

1869 - 1946 
REV. A. R. BERNADT, Pastor 
HE OAK STREET BAPTIST’ CHURCH stands today, 


after seventy-seven years, not only as a monument to. 


the grace of God, but with a larger membership than 
ever before in the many years of its history... Our fore- 
fathers built well, upon the foundation of Jesus Christ our 
Lord. That is why their work has withstood the storms and 
testing fires of seventy-seven years. 


IN THE YEAR 1867, a small group of eleven German Bap- 
tists, members of the Baptist Church in Brome, Germany, 
left their fatherland to seek a new home for themselves 
and their families in this land of promise and opportunity. 
Before leaving, they more or less organized, with Brother 
Henry Rieke as their leader. In 1869, this temporary or- 
ganization was perfected, and the church was-‘formally or- 
ganized, with Henry Rieke as leader and deacon. Brother 
Rieke, the last of that heroie group, went to his eternal 
rewird in 1928. 


TH Pikst MOUSH OF WORSHIP was erected ni 1870. 
The members were poor and so were not able to buy pro- 
perty in the downtown. section, but. this has proven. pro- 
vidential, The members contributed oue-sixth of their 
total property valuation to the church, constructed of brick, 
and it was dedicated free of debt. From the beginning the 
Seriptual basis of giving a definite portion of their goods 
regularly to the Lord was recognized and emphasized by 
the chureh and the first pages of their minute book point 
to I Cor. 8:9 as the Christan idea of stewardship. 
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ization of the Burlington Hook and Ladder Co. in 1839, follawed by a city” 
fire department in 1841, 


Much exeitement prevailed in 1840 when the lowa Militia headquartered 
at Burlington during the near war with Missouri. 


After the lowa Territorial capital was moved to Iowa City, Burlineien 
lost some of the glamour of political life, but was growing so fast industrially 
that the change made little difference. Excitement was still plentiful as an 
epidemic of robberies and holdups prevailed, culminating in the trial and 
execution of William and Stephen Hodges in 1845, the death penalty being 
rendered from the pulpit of ‘‘Old Zion” on Sunday afternoon, and a parade 
preceding the hanging. 


After 1850 a continual stream of immigrants crossed the river to enter 
Towa at Burlington. In August, 1856, immigration reached its peak when 
20,000 persons crossed the Mississippi on the ferries. Vhe business directory 
of that year shows the town had carriage, threshing machine, and starch 
factories, and three pork packing establishments which gave it the name 
“Porkopolis of Iowa.” Steamboats crowded the wharf on the river front, and 
prairie schooners and stage coaches plied the roads to and from:the town, The 
Barret House, located where the Tama building now stands, built in 1848, be- 
came famed throughout the Territory. 


In the 1850’s came the plank road'tecraze, and building of the Burlington- 
Mt. Pleasant Plank Road and others; followed shortly by the Burlington & 
Missouri River railroad, which was completed to Mt. Pleasant in 1857, the’ 
first locomotive being brought over the river on the ice. As the town became 
a shipping point for interior Iowa, the population in the ten years following 
1856 rose to 15,000, 

The outbreak of the Civil War found Burlington with the Burlington 
Rifles, Burlington Blues, Irish Volunteers, Washington Guards, and an artillery 
company already organized. Following the lead of Captain C. L, Mathias, the 
first to enlist from Iowa, eighteen hundred men enlisted here. 

The period from 1865 to 1885 was possibly the greatest in cultural, in- 
dustrial and religious growth. The railroad bridge was completed across the . 
Mississippi. A half mile of well paved cobble stone levee and _ excellent 
wharfage encouraged river trafic. The lumber business neared its peak in 
1871, and Burlington was known as ‘Railroad Center” from the five existing 
and three planned roads here. Two packet lines operated on the river. 1873 
was a bad year with its tremendous fire destroying five blocks of business 
houses, including the court house. Horse car service was inaugurated in 1874.. 
The best in the show business played at the Grand Opera House in the 1880’s. 

The turn of the century found the river furnishing the chief theatre for 
outdoor pleasures, with regattas, boat trips and parties on the islands holding 
sway. Commercial traffic declined however, the last raft passing downstream 
in 1915, Excursion steamers became popular and still run from time to time, 

By special election in 1909 Burlington embraced the Commission form 
of government, At this time there were 46 churches, 12 public and three 
parochial schools, eleven hotels, and two large and two small railroads. Mac- 
Arthur wagon bridge was completed in 1917. The first World War found 
Burlington and Des Moines County meeting all of their quotas of men, bonds 
and other requirements. In 1922 the Federal Census showed a population of 
24,057. On May 26, 1922, part of the business district was under water from 
a twenty minute cloudburst. A Municipal River Terminal was voted by the 
people in 1925

BURLINGTON’S PART IN WORLD WAR TWO 


Since Burlington mobilized in 1839 and 1840 for a showdown over the 
Missouri border, it has taken its part in the various armed conflicts into which 
the nation has been drawn, and the World War No, 2 was no exception. 

At the close of the war more than four thousand had been called to the © 
colors from Burlington and Des Moines County. As the city celebrated V-J 
day and the victory over Japan 151 had given their lives and 209 had been 
wounded. 50 were missing at that time, 


One Burlington boy was killed. at Pearl Harbor when the Japs struck 
there. On the home front several lost their lives in the explosions at the Iowa 
Ordnance Plant. Burlington and Des Moines County people took their part in 
the various drives, putting them over the top, and cooperated with the ratoning 
system, the salvage pickups, blackout drills, and other war time activities.

First Evangelical and Retormed. Church, Sixth and Columbia Streets, 
Burlington, Iowa, was founded one hundred and three years ago, by one of 
the founders of the denomination, the Rev. Joseph Rieger.

It was January 26, 1877, when thirty-fve men signed the 
constitution of the church. On March 11, 1877, the name 
German Evangelical St. Lucas Congregation was adopted but 
later was changed to its present name of St. Luke Evangelical 
and Reformed Church. On September 2, 1877, the corner- 
stone for the present church edifice was laid. Rev. F. Fausel, 
pastor of the First Evangelical Church, and Rev. J. Zimmer- 
man, pastors of the Zion Congregation, were the principal 
speakers. 


During the years the following pastors have served this 
congregation: Rev. D. Ankele, Rev. F. Daries, Rev. C.

On December 27, 1887, the Wisconsin Territorial Legislature changed the 
Board ot Supervisors to a Board of County Comiiissioners, Towa Territory 
in 1839 set out Commissioners Districts in each Waunly. one Commissioner 
to be elected from each District. Des Moines County was divided into three 
districts, North of Flint creek, South of Flint creek, and the town of Burlington, 


‘Burlington had served as county seat on a temporary basis since 1834, 
but in 1840 the Legislature called for an election to choose a permanent county 
seat. The contest was between Burlington and a place designated as ‘“‘Center,”’ 
meaning the center of the county. Burlington was chosen o78 to 274. 


The County Commissioner system was superseded. by a County Judge ad- 
ministration through.an act of the Iowa State Legislature in 1851, .a single: 
judge exercising all the functions of the Board of Supervisors, 


The judge system proving unsatisfactory, the State Legislature -again 
changed the system in 1870 and provided for a Board of Supervisors once more. 
By this act the voters were to indicate whether they desired a three or five man 
board, Des Moines County choosing a three man board, and the latter has 
served since. 

The original boundaries of ‘‘Demoine’’? County extended from a line 
below Rock Island to the Missouri line, and from the Mississippi west to the 
Indian boundary. In 1836 the county was subdivided into 7 small counties, 
Lee, Louisa, Van Buren, Henry, Des Moines, Slaughter. (now Washington) 
and Muscatine, and again in 1838 the boundary was changed with the 
Northern line as.at present but the Southern line further south. In 1839 the 
Southern boundary was set at Skunk river as it is at present.

First Road West of the Mississippi—Highway 61 north from Burlington 
is the approximate route of the first territorial roud officially established west 
of the Mississippi river.

RESENT Iowa is part of the territory originally claimed by France through 

Marquette’s discovery in 1673, By a treaty signed November a, dbts,.a1 ter 

the French and Indian War it was transferred to Spain. On March 21, 1801, 
however, it was ‘ceded by Spain back to France. In 1803 President Thomas 
Jefferson began negotiations with France and Spain with the intention of ac- 
Bairing ‘ne Florida’ tract and the city of New Orleans. This effort cul- 
minated in the ‘‘Louisiana Purchase,’ signed on April 30, 1803, by which 
the French holdings in North America were acquired by the United States. 

The Northern part of the purchase was designated as the District of 
Louisiana and added to the Territory of Indiana for governmental purposes, 
and the Southern part was called Territory of Orleans. When it was admitted 
as the State of Louisiana, the name of Louisiana. Teritory was changed to 
Missouri. When the State of Missouri was admitted to the Union, Missouri 
Territory was abolished and the tract which is now Iowa was left without 
government until it as added to Michigan Territory on June 28, 1834. 

On July 4, 1886, Michigan Territory was divided and that portion west 
of the Mississippi set off as Wisconsin Territory, Then .on July 12, 1838, Wis- 
consin Territory was divided and the Territory of lowa created. Robert Lucas 


.of Ohio being appointed Governor. Some friction developed between the 


yovernor and the Legislature due to the rovernor’s absolute veto power, but 
this was quickly modified by the National Congress, making it subject to a 
two thirds vote of the Legislature. | 

After the first attempt at a Constitution failed in 1844 a second. attempt 
was successful and the constitution approved by the voters in 1846. On 
December 28, 1846, lowa was admitted to statehood, 

Julien Dubuque, as early as 1788, had obtained permission from Indians 
near present Dubuque to mine. the rich lead ore there. He learned the Indian 
dialect and prospered with the mining enterprise which he called ‘‘Mines of 
Spain,’ later obtaining a grant of land from the Spanish Government. Two 
other Spanish grants were made to land now in Iowa, one at Montrose and 
the other at. Girard. 

Permanent settlement, however, came only after the Black Hawk Treaty 
which officially opened the land to settlement in 18338. Trading posts had been 
established at Keokuk (Puck-a-she-tuc), Montrose, Lemolese, and Flint Hills 
previous to this time. The first school was built in Lee county at a place called 
Nashville, by Dr. Galland and taught by: Berryman Jennings. After the early 
settlement, immigration flowed into Iowa in increasing numbers until 1850. 

Industries developed along the river where the river packets furnished 
transportation and the interior became farming country and source for large 
shipments of lumber. Education and religion flourished along. with other 
phases of life, 

Now Iowa is eriss-crossed with paved highways in all directions; indus- 
tries are found in abundance within its borders; it boasts some outstanding 
educational institutions, and the best farming land and farmers in the country; 
and has produced many leaders in many walks of life.

One. of the most outstanding accomplishments of the Spaiaty dur- 
ing the years was the establishment of the Free Dental Dispensary. 
The money was solicited by the profession for the equipment and the 

— cooperation was wonderful. It was to care for the needy who would 
be unable to pay for the dental service their children needed, The 

clinic was manned by the dentists, each taking turns at the dispensary. 
It was housed in the Sho-Ko-Kon Club rooms (where the. city hall 
now stands). It was operated by the dentists for two years. 

On June 11, 1918, a public meeting was held in the Congre- 
gational church and was attended by many prominent dentists and 
dental educators. The result of the meeting was the establishment 
of the school dental office. The equipment procured for the Free 
Dispensary was turned over to the school board at that time. 

The city of Burlington is the only city in Iowa having such a 


dental set-up.

The first service of the Baptist Church in Iowa was held in a cabin of 
Noble and Naomi Housley on section.5 in Augusta Township, by the Long 
Creek Baptist Church, with Elders John Logan and Gardner Bartlett of Me- 
Denough County, Ill., officiating. 


The Methodist meeting house, later named “Old Zion,’ was the first 
church built in Burlington. Dr. Ross in a later speech said, ‘In 1837 I com- 
‘ menced the foundation of Old Zion chureh and built the house which was free 
for every order to preach in, and was occupied three sessions by the legislative 
assembly of Iowa Territory, and by the Federal and District Courts.” 


The second church in the town was St, Paul Catholic Church, sometimes | 
referred to as ‘‘Old St. Paul’s,’” which was built in 1840, In it was hung 
the first bell brought to Burlington and the second to come into Iowa. The 
Senate of lowa Territory held its session in this church in 1840 and 1841.

Hospitals 


HE FIRST HOSPITAL in Burlington was built by the Federal Government. 

In 1854 the thirty-fifth Congress provided for the erection of a Marine. 

Hospital at Burlington, Iowa, the cost of which was not to exceed $15,000. 
Late in 1857 the building was completed and Dr. H. B. Ransom installed as 
resident physician. The two-story building stood where Orchard street inter- 
sects Prospect Place on Prospect Hill and contained three rooms on. the first 
floor with two wards above, each room being furnished with a fireplace. 
Winding gravel paths and a gravel drive were laid out in the eight acres of 
landscaped grounds surrounding the building. Building and grounds were 
sold on November 4, 1867, for $6,000. 

According to a history of St. Francis Hospital, published at the comple- 
tion of the addition to the present building, the first St. Francis Hospital opened 
in 1882 at 138 South 7th St., at the request of the.pastors of St. John Cath- 
olic Church. They moved to the corner of Eighth and Divisions streets soon 
after. In 1883 the Sister of St. Krancis took over the nursing assignment at 
the new Railroad Hospital on South Main street. In 1887 they built and oc- 
cupied the present building. The new addition was erected in 1927, 

Mercy Hospital was founded December 16, 1893, by Mother M, Dominica 
of Pittsburgh, Pa. The first home was in the Brook’s homestead on South 
Main street, and later in 1894, the Armstrong property on North Fourth street, 
and finally the present modern structure, built in 1927. 

Burlington Protestant Hospital was opened the first of August, 1895, in 
the Garrett homestead on the corner of 6th and Columbia streets. In 1910 
the present building was built and oceupied. A Board of Trustees governs the 
administration of this institution, 
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HE NEW MASONIC TEMPLE on' the Northwest corner of Washington and 

Fifth Streets is one of the finest buildings of its kind in the state. The 

building was erected at a cost of $248,603.00, the furnishings at a cost of 
$50,167.00 or a total cost of $298,770.00, Constructed of Bedford stone brick 
and concrete it is complete in every detail. It contains one of the famous 
Aeolian Duo-Art pipe organs, the “last word” in organ building. 

The corner stone was laid July 27, 1920, and the Temple was dedicated 
May 10, 1922, with what was conceded to be the most interesting and impres- 
sive dedicatory ceremony ever held in Burlington. Notables were in attend- 
ance from this as well as adjoining states. 

This Temple is a “far cry’ from the little frame bulding on the S. E. 
corner of Main and Columbia Streets which housed the first Masonic Lodge in 
the Territory of Iowa. There under a dispensation from the Grand Lodge of 
Missouri dated November 21, 1840, was constituted Des Moines Lodge No. 1 
A. F. & A. M., the first and oldest lodge in Iowa, 

The Masonic Temple is the home and the meeting place and center of the 
social activities of all of the Masonic bodies and their affiliates in Burlington. 

Des Moines Lodge No. 1 A. F. & A. M, constituted November 20, 1840, by 
a dispensation from the Grand Lodge of Missouri and was chartered January 
8, 1844, immediately after the forming of the Grand Lodge of Iowa.

Patriot Lodge No. 650 A, F. & A.-M. chartered June 11, 1924.

Burlineton Council, Knights of Columbus was organized by. Rev. 
Bernard Mackin and Mr. John J, Fleming in 1901. Having been inducted 
into Loras Couneil of Davenport at a Degree Exemplification held in 
Galesburg, Illinois, they decided to organize a council at Burlington, The 
initial meeting was held April 9, 1901, at St. Paul parish hall.

It was moved and seconded that all men who were to be initiated 
should meet at the Marquette Club rooms at 9:30 on the following Sun-

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THE MISSOURI WAR 
> 


N ambiguity in the language of the Congressional Act of March 6, 1820, 

establishing the State of Missouri caused a near war between that state 

and the Territory of Iowa in 1839-40. In setting the North boundary of 
Missouri the act referred to a “rapids of the Des Moines River,” apparently 
actually meaning the Des Moines rapids in the Mississippi, but the Missour- 
ians took {t to mean a small ripple in the Des Moines river some ‘ten miles 
north of the present line, Therefore, in 1889, County Assessors trom Missouri 
“started assessing persons who thought they lived in Iowa Territory. When 
an attempt was made to collect the tax, both sides had become quite riled 
over the question and the tax collectors were arrested by Iowa authorities. 
Governor Boggs of Missouri called for militia, and Governor Lucas of Iowa 
Territory did likewise. Some Iowa troops went directly to Van Buren county. 
where tension was worst, but a great bulk assembled at Burlington, filling 
hotels, houses, and even being quartered in the Methodist church. Sewel 
Foster, who commanded the Dragoons from Muscatine said he had never seen 
“such a peene of hilarity and excitement.”’ 

Peace Commissions trom Missouri and Iowa finally staved off hostilities 
until the question could be settled by the United States Congress, which was 
done shortly after; the present line being established as the State line. 
Friction continued along -the border for some time, however.

The factory 
was enlarged and in a few years the company was selling its 
products from Coast to Coast. 


The slogan of the business adopted at that time and fea- 


tured for many years was-“DBuilt on Honor to Endure.” It 
was an honest statement of policy for many of those old roll 
top desks are still in daily use. 


In the early 1900's Mr. Leopold bought out his partner 
and the business name was changed to “the Leopold Desk 


Co., which it remained until the present style was adopted

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IOWA TERRITORY BORN IN BURLINGTON 

FTER the creation of Wisconsin Territory in 1836 some pressing problems 
remained in the territory. ~ There was loud clamor fora pre-emption law 

to protect the claims of the settlers until the land sales, There was 
trouble brewing with Missouri over the border; and too, there was agitation 
for a division of the Territory. On November 6, 1837, a convention was held 
at Burlington, and three memorials or petitions were addressed to the National 
Congress on the three questions. Congress eventually resolved all three; 
the creation of Iowa Territory being a direct result of the petition drawn by 
the Territorial convention held in Burlington.

MURRAY IRON WORKS COM PANY 


The Murray Iron Works Company was-incorporatéed February 1, 
1870, by Colonel G. H. Higbee. Colonel Higbee was the President 
ot the company and remained as President until about 1914, when he 
was succeeded by his son, George G. Higbee, who remained as Presi- 
dent until his death early in February, 1944, 

‘The company consisted of a small machine shop, employing 
about thirty men, building meat processing machinery, saw mill en- 
gines and some mine boisting engines, and operating a gray iron 
foundry, all located at Central Avenue and Washington Street in 
Burlington, 

Within a few years a boiler shop was added and the entire em- 
ployment was raised to over one hundred men, 

In 1896 the Sioux City Engine Works was purchased and moved 
to Burlington and for forty years one of the principal products of 
the company was the famous Murray Corliss engine, many thousands 
of which were installed in electric light plants, factories, water 
works and other establishments requiring power, not only all over 
the United States but in many foreign countries, including many in- 
stallations in China and some in Australia. 

For many years, during the early existence of the company, they 
produced meat choppers, sausage stuffers, lard kettles and small 
boilers which were installed in meat markets. In those days every 
meat market was a miniature packing house, as the large meat 
packers did not exist, so that the work now being done in preparing 
meats by the large packing companies of the country was done 
in the corner butcher shops all over the country. 

Another product of the early days was mine operating engines 
used in the coal mining and gold and silver mining industries. These 
were distributed practically all over the United States wherever. min- 
ing was being done. A great many engines and boilers were built 
for saw mills and flour mills during the development of the middle 
west. The demand for all of these products pretty well ceased with 
the building up of the large packing houses and the introduction: of 
the Corliss engine which was used in place of the old type slide valve 
engine. At one time a line ot rubber making machinery was built 
by the company in the early development of the automobile industry. 

In the early stages of the first World War the company built a 
very large order of shell turning lathes for the English government, 
and when the United States got into the World War they built en- 
gines for propelling ships,. and boilers for ships for three years, 
working twenty-four hours a day, seven days a week, 

Of late years the company purchased and moved to Burlington 
a steam turbine business which is still operating in Burlington; the 
boiler shop was enlarged and rebuilt twice and is now producing 
large steam generator units as well as small types of boilers, and 
the iron foundry has been increased until the main building is more 
than one thousand feet long with many bays. 

The company’s normal employment is about five hundred men. 


During World War II the company again operated on a 7-day-. 


per-week, twenty-four-hour-per-day-basis, running three shifts, build- 
ing locomotive boilers for the Army Transportation Corps and turbo- 
renerator units for installation on cargo ships. This activity lasted 
for four years and. the employment went up to over eight hundred, 
including about twenty-five women who operated sinall machine tools. 

The present officials of the company are: M, EK, Finck, President 
and Treasurer; J. M. Goodbar, Executive Vice President and Secre- 
tary; M. M. MeMillan, Assistant Secretary and Assistant Treasurer. 
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THE STATEHOUSE BURNS 


The Des Moines County representatives returned from the legislative ses- 
sion at Belmont in 1836 with a mandate to build a suitable legislative assem- 
bly building at Burlington. Therefore Jeremiah Smith of this town set about 
the task immediately. He held title to lot eighty-six on Water street, (now 
Front street) and decided to build the future statehouse thereon. <A two story 
structure gradually took shape and when completed was considered one of the 
most handsome buildings-in the town. It boasted a large fireplace—its most 
prized feature. The beautiful fireplace, however proved the undoing of the 
whole enterprise. 


On December 13 of 1837 the legislature convened to organize; and in 
the evening a kind of house warming was held. After the festivities everyone 
left, thinking all was in proper order. A steamboat pulled into shore about 
midnight, and the mate sighted flames in the new building. Having little 
fire-fighting’ means, the people watched their statehouse go up in smoke and 
flames, taking with it the entire block of buildings on Water street. 


Jeremiah Smith made claim for the loss and the United Statés government 
awarded him damages of four thousand ‘dollars, At this point enter the villian 
of the story. An old fellow with the same name—Jeremiah Smith—had left 
the west and gone to Washington, D, C., on a visit. While there a western 
congressman met him, Thinking him the claimant of the four thousand, the 
‘congressman told “Old Jere” that the check awaited him at the Treasury 
Department. The old fellow hastened te pick up the check, endorsed it: 
“Jeremiah Smith,” and acquired the cash. Jeremiah Smith, Jr., reported: to 
the court to collect from ‘‘Old Jere,’’ but history shows no record of his right- 
ful claim. 


After the destruction of the statehouse, the legislature had to use tem- 
porary quarters, The council met in the Wisconsin Territorial Gazette building 
on the northeast corner of Main and Columbia streets, and the House of Rep- 


resentatives met over Weber and Remey’s grocery on the southeast corner. 


IOWA’S FIRST BRICK HOUSE 


The first brick house built in lowa was erected by David Rorer on the 
southeast corner of Fourth and Columbia streets, Learning that one John. 
Sampson was a brick mason, Rorer immediately engaged him, in 18386, to build 
his brick house, Sampson made the bricks in the south part of town during 
the summer and in August started laying the front sill. Rorer, who wanted 
to lay the first brick himself, tore down what Sampson had started, and with 
the ejaculation ‘‘Now, sir, let me show you how a lawyer can lay a_ brick,” 


proceeded to set the first one in place.

sl 1888 Mr. Emil A. Florang entered the field of basket 


making in a partnership known as the Burlington Wooden 


Ware Co. This company was small and limited, not only in 
financial capital but also in knowledge of the business, yet it 
was destined to become the progenitor of the basket industry 
which today causes Burlington to be known as the basket 


center of the United States. 


Like the great Phoenix, that mythical and miraculous bird,

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THE STORY OF TRANSPORTATION 
| "  ¢«@ 


Ferries furnished the first commercial transportation into Des Moines 
County, as settlers came into the new country, Then. they traveled mostly 
on horseback at first, and eventually stage coach lines were established for 
carrying passengers. The old prairie schooners became a common sight as 
the immigrants commenced to pour into the settlement and on through into 
the interior, and even to the western country. 


The first official road was laid out under direction of the Wisconsin 
Territorial Legislature in 1837, followed by Territorial roads established 
throughout the territory. Burlington was the hub of a group of Territorial 
roads which furnished transportation routes to the north, northwest, west, 
southwest, south and east. Some of the roads, the Mt. Pleasant in particular, 
were later planked to make them passable in bad weather. Plank roads were 
planned to Mt, Pleasant, Toolsboro, Virginia Grove, Florence, over the Agency 
road, and to Warren County in Illinois, but only a few of them were actually 
put in operation. The Burlington to Mt. Pleasant proved the most successful, 


In 1850 the railroad was inaugurated, the Burlington & Missouri River 
being the first, eventually becoming part of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. 


Hard surfaced all-weather roads became a reality when the city of Burling- 
' 
ton and the state of Iowa inaugurated paving programs. 


\ Today two major highways, U. S. 61.and U. S..34 furnish travel routes 
to the north, east, south and west. Scenic Iowa 99 extends along the river 
to the north, 


The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railroad and the Rock Island Lines fur- 
nish railroad passenger and freight service in all directions. The beautiful 
new Union Depot was constructed in 1944 after the old depot was destroyed 
by fire. ; . 

The Burlington Municipal River Terminal was dedicated in October, 1928, 
consisting of a warehouse and floating dock connected by two escalators. The 
dock is an enclosed barge, Ample trackage is provided for loading and un- 
loading ten railway cars on a single track, and by use of portable runways 
unloading can be done from four tracks at once. Two industrial tractors are 
used in moving freight from the dock to the warehouse. Operation of the 
Terminal is leased to the Inland Waterways Corporation. 

Burlington’s Million Dollar Airport has been improved and its present 
accommodations established during the World War II, under direction of the 
United States government. New buildings are planned at the airport to in- 
crease the facilities for caring for air traflic. : 

Bus service to north, west and south is furnished by the Burlington Trail- 
ways and the Bee Line Transit Service. Burlington Trailways arrive and de- 
part from’ Union Depot, and the Bee Lines operate from their depot at 416 
North Main street.

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THE LEGEND OF SHOQUOQUON 

O legend concerning “Flint Hills’? has become more popular than the 

story of the ‘‘Neutral Ground.” The story purportedly came from the 

Indians, It holds that here at thé site of Burlington was a great deposit 
of flint rock which was peculiarly suited to making arrows, spears and other 
implements used by the Indians, Since all tribes needed the material an 
agreement among the various tribes provided that any could come here and 
get flint without molestation from other tribes, Whether or not the legend is 
true, it is true that there is no historical record of Indian battles taking place 
within the confines of Des Moines County. . 
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NASHEASCKUK’S PROTEST 


ad Indians marched quietly and soberly ‘into Burlington ona July day 
in 1839. Their faces were somber and their attitude dignified. The towns- 
ake looked On in surprise and wonder. What was up now? 


At the head of the Indian group was Nasheaskuk, son of the old warrior 
Black Hawk. He immediately sought out Governor Lucas and lodged a solemn 
protest. The body of Black Hawk-——his'father——had been stolen from its grave. 
After a lengthy discussion Governor Lucas promised to run down the culprits 
and see that they were punished, . 

At nightfall of that day the Indians were honored with a big pow-wow 
in Old Zion chureh. In spite of the solemnity of their mission, they were per- 
suaded to put on a tribal war dance. The historic interior of Old Zion echoed 
and re-echoed to the whoops and blood ecurdling yells of this primitive abor- 
iginal ceremony. 


About a year later the bones were finally recovered. They were presented 
to Black Hawk’s widow, then an aged squaw. She thanked Governor Lucas 
profusely und then consigned the bones to his care, saying that he was “a 
good man.’”’ 

The story of the finding and eventual disposal of Black Hawk’s bones has 
several versions. The most generally accepted is that the body had been.stolen 
by a dentist, taken to Quincy, Illinois, the bones cleaned and varnished. When 
they were recovered a Dr. Lowe was allowed to keep them in his office in the 
Historical and Geological building on the west side of Main street between 
Washington and Columbia streets. The great fire of 1853 swept everything 
along north Main street and the bones were supposed to have been destroyed, 

There is another story, however, to the effect that the bones were again 
stolen from Dr. Lowe’s partner, Dr. MeLauren, and were used in an anatomical 
class held in the basement of Old Presbyterian chureh where they were tound 
years later by workers tearing down the echureh, This skeleton was buried in 
Potter’s Field in Aspen Grove,.and the grave lett unmarked, 
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“BARBER.WANTED—An artist of this description who understands his 
business would meet with encouragement in this place if he comes immedi- 
ately.

The Rand Lumber Company, one of Burlington’s truly pioneer 


firms, was started in 1842 by Mr. FE. D. Rand and Mr. Wm. Carson, 
preceding the admission of Iowa into the union by four years. 


In the days when “Demoine”’ county comprised a large part of 
what is, not eastern Iowa, this territory was heavily wooded, Con- 
‘siderable walnut. lumber was produced from the forests in this vast 
uncharted area, 


Later, as the timber in the immediate vicinity of Burlington 
became searce, logs from the north were floated down the Mississippi 
in the form of huge log rafts and were unloaded on the levees. It 
was then processed in the Rand mill which then was located at 
Hawkeye and Jefferson streets and placed in warehouses and yards 
on the present Agency street site. 

Upon the death of the senior partners, the firm was taken over 


by Harvey Rand and Wm. Carson, Jr.

Burlington was the best town in Wisconsin Territoy. in 4836) and the 
legislature of the territory, sitting on the hard benches provided at Belmont 
had about come to the conclusion that anywhere was better than the place 
they were then meeting. 


Jeremiah Smith then painted a glowing picture of the advantages of 
coming to Burlington, the most thriving community in the Black Hawk Pur- 
chase, 


The first election under the government of Wisconsin Territory had’ been 
held on October 6, 1836, in compliance with a proclamation by Governor 
Henry Dodge, On October 25 the legislators had convened at Belmont. But 
the building there was rough and the seats uncomfortable. Madison was se- 
lected as the site for the permanent capitol, and the legislators then adopted 
the resolution to go to Burlington, providing that “Until the public buildings 
at Madison are completed—that is to say until the 4th of March, 1839—that 
sessions’ of the Legislative Assembly of Wisconsin Territory shall be held at 
‘the town of Burlington in the.County of Des Moines, provided the public 
buildings are not sooner completed,” 


-The buildings at Madison were never completed, however, and Burling- 
ton really became the permanent capitol of Wisconsin Territory. At the Bel- 
mont session, Des Moines County was represented by Jeremiah Smith, Jr., 
Arthur Ingrahm and Joseph B. Teas in the Council; and Isaac Leffler, Thomas 
Blair, John Box, Geo. W. Teas, David R. Chance, Warren L. Jenkins and Eli 
Reynolds in the House of Representatives. 


Smith carried out his promise to provide a building for the legislature 
when they convened at Burlington. He saw to the erection of a splendid state- 
house on Front Street—a building which would do justice to the dignity and 
importance of the Legislature—and also provide the best. accommodations 
available. 


The next session of the Legislature opened in the Burlington statehouse 
with a great ball, where “‘All who were fond of frolic and fun were to be 
found,’’ according to the newspapers. Only one session was held here, be- 
cause the building burned down.

BURLINGTON, FOWA 
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A Short Histor of St. oben Parish 


It was during the pastorate of Father Reffe at St. Paul’s that the 
German Catholics of Burlington organized. Encouraged by Father Reffe, 
they erected St. John’s Church on the east side of Seventh street, adjoin- 
ing South Hill Square, during the year 1854. For a short period Father 
Reffe had charge of both parishes. Succeeded by Father Kinsella at St. 
Paul’s, Father Reffe became the first pastor of St, John’s. The exact date 
of this change is unknown. In 1857, when Father Reffe left St. John’s 
at Burlington, seventy-five families comprised the parish, 


Father Hattenberger succeeded Father Reffe. In the next few years 
pastors changed rapidly. Father Herderer built a small frame school 
sometime during the 60’s. Father Fendrich, who succeeded Father Herder-. 
er, built an addition to the church, built an aeademy and brought the 
teaching -Sisters of Mercy into the parish. 


In 1876, the Jesuit Fathers took charge of the parish. Father 
Hieber was the first of the Jesuit Fathers to arrive. He was succeeded 
by Father Griesch in 1880, who built the present church, which was begun 
in 1883 and dedicated in 1885. Father Greisch had many different as- 
sistants and was sueceeded by Father Becker, who purchased fifteen. 
acres Of land on Prospect: Hill for the Sacred Heart Cemetery in 1878. 
It was also under the supervision of the Jesuit Fathers that the present 
rectory was bought. In 18838, the Sisters of the Teaching Order of Notre 
Dame took charge of St. John’s schoel. 


May 1, 1890, the last of the Jesuit pastors, Father Kreusch was suc- 
ceeded by Father Timothy Luber, O.S:B. It was on May 1, 1890, that 
the Benedictines took over the parish, It was during the time of Father 
Timothy that the present altars and organ were proc ured, Father Tim- 
othy also liquidated the debt. 


In 1901], Father Alphonse Filian, O.S.B.. yweteiive pastor, assisted by 
Father Gregory Neumater. O.S8.B., later by Father Lawrence Theis, O.S.B. 
Under his pastorate the present school was built. Father Benno Feser, 
O.8.B., sueeeeded Father Alphonse. Then came Father 'Fhomas Burke, 
.S.B., after whom Father Benno returned. For the next twenty. years, 
Father Justin Scion, O.5.B., Father. Matthias Stein, O.S.B., and Father 
Leander Scheier, O.S.B., were the pastors, During this period the school 
was enlarged, the sisters convent was rebuilt andthe auditorium was 
constructed. Then came World War II. 

St. John’s is located on the highest hill in Burlington, Its large 
chureh and high spire reflect the spirit of the pioneer builders, a spirit 
that won.

“THE FROCK-COATED FIRE CHIEF” 

Can you imagine our present fire chief running around a blazing building 
in a white frock coat and carrying a large white trumpet? That was the 
requirement of the first ordinance establishing a fire department for Bur- 
lington. : Bete , 

Burlington’s fire fighting department really originated in 1839 after a 
disastrous fire destroyed the Pierce and Pine Cabinet Shop, and seriously 
threatened the National Hotel. Immediately thereafter a public meeting was 
held in Old Zion Church for the purpose of organizing some measure of pro- 
tection against this menace of fire. : 

William Dolan, J. Lamson and C. J. Starr, having been appointed for the 
purpose, organized a ‘‘Hook and Ladder’ company in.July of that year, with 
George Partridge, foreman, and Dolan and Charles Madera, assistants. This 
first company was named the “Burlington Hook and Ladder Company.’’ Oddly 
enough their first service was in saving the J. Lamson dwelling from de- 
struction, 

Then came the ordinance of January 6, 1841, It. established a fire de- 
partment and called for a chief and first and second assistant engineers. The 
chief was required to don the white frock coat and carry thet rumpet, with 
his rank inseribed upon it, while on duty.. The assistants were required to 
be similarly clothed ,except in darker colored garments. Wardens were ap- 
pointed for each ward, their duty being to form lines of bucket men in case of 
fire. Permission was given by the ordinance tor formation of three com- 
panies of volunteer firemen. In 1850, Des Moines Fire Company No, 1 came 
into existence and purchased a fire engine for 3550. In 1833 a new company 
was organized, and two years later still another, called ‘‘Eagle Company No. 
2.” A fire engine known as a “‘steamer’’ was purehased in 1866, and chris- 
tened ‘Dickie.’ This company was succeeded in 1869 by Blatk Hawk No. 1 
Compan,” tor which the city council purchased the ‘Steamer Burlington” at a 
cost of $5,500. a j 

The old era passed out with the purchase of more modern equipment, 
which consisted of horse-drawn vehicles.

It was October 2nd, 1926, that the two brothers, Harry H, Waugh 
and William A. Waugh, started out in a very small way in the. Radio and 
Electrical business. at 219 Washington Street, Burlington, Iowa, in a 
storeroom located in the Medical Arts building. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the two, Waugh Brothers were com- 
paratively young when they started in business for themselves, they had 
already had some years experience in the radio and electrical field, with 
both of the brothers having been associated with one of Burlington’s 
pioneer radio and electrical establishnients, the Home Electric Co. To 
old-timers of Burlington and surrounding communities it will be recalled 
that the Waugh Brothers were some of the first men in this area to be 
identified with commercial radio broadcasting, with Harry H. Waugh 
having been the first licensed, commercial radio operator in Burlington, 
Burlington’s first commercial radio station was located on the fourth 
floor of the present location of Sickels’ Laundry and Dry Cleaning office 
on North Third Street, and the station’s call letters were WIAS, and the 
station slogan was “Burlington on the Mississippi.”’ 

On Aug, 30, 1930, Waugh Bros. moved to their present location, 421 
Jefferson St., a 3-story structure with a 2nd entrance on Sth St., which 
they have occupied ever since, and which building they purchased in 1945

Tite ist Land Office in ie Per ritory was opened in Burlington 
with A.C. Dodge and Verplank Van Antwerp in charge. 


Robert Lucas, first Governor of lowa Territory, made his head- 
quarters at the Harris House. Here he received statesmen, diplomats 
and even Iiidian envoys. The lowa Territorial Legislature made tts 
deliberations amidst the influence of Burlington from 1838 to 1840. 

[t was at Burlington that the Commissioners were appointed to 
locate the site for a permanent capital for the Territory. 

Burlington was the focal point for the concentration of amuilitia 
when Lowa Territory made a determined stand against its lands being 
encroached upon by the State of Missouri, Militia assembled here 
from throughout the Territory, some being quartered in Old Zion. 


All the sites and surviving landmarks of lowa’s early govern~ 


ment—and a great deal of Iowa's early settlement—are found in and 
about the city of Burlington. No conumunity has more reason to cele- 
brate the one hundredth anniversary—or more claint to a strony place 


in the statewide celebration—than Burlington, the cradle of the State. 
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
